MEDICINE TAX 
INREVENUE BILL 


Agrees to Levy on Newspaper 
Shipments Outside of 
County of Publication. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—Despite ef- 

forts of southern senators to divert dis- 
cussion to cotton relief legislation, the 
senate made material progress today on 
the war revenue bill. Many important 
sections were agreed to after the pro- 
posed amendment authorizing 4 $250,000, - 
000 bond ‘issue to aid cotton producers had 
been debated and a vote deferred. 
‘The senate agreed to strike out the tax 
on proprietary medicines, originally pro- 
posed by the senate committee, and re- 
vised the administrative sections of the 
bill to accord with this amendment. 

The revised section taxing the shipment 
of newspapers was agreed to, and an 
amendment inserted exempting from the 
stamp taxes memorandum of agreements 
under which stock certificates are de- 
posited as collateral for loans. 


Small Exemption on Papers. 
The amendment relating to the ship- 
ment of newspapers provides that no bill 
of lading be required on express and 
freight shipments, and that all bundles 
in any single train or other conveyance 


}ghould be considered as one shipment, 


publishers to issue monthly statements as 
to such shipments and to attach necessary 
stamps to thesé stipulations. The amend- 
ment exempts from tax newspapers 
shipped within the county of publication. 

Under a new revision of the tobacco 
section tobacco manufacturers making 
100,000 pounds of tobacco a year would 
pay $6, the tax being graduated -up te 
$2,490" on annual sales exceeding 20,000,- 
000 pounds. Cigar manufacturers selling

BERNSTORFF SAYS GERMANY

Reiterates Charge England Had 
Pact by Which She Could Land 
Troops in Belgium. 


Washington, D. C. Oct. 15.—Count Von 
Bernatorff, the German ambassador here, 
today issued the. following statement: 

“Concerning the Anglo-Belgian mili- 
tary agreement existing since 1906, a for- 
mal denial has been issued by England, 
which proves nothing. The documents 
are in thé hands of the German author- 
ities, and will be published in.full. 

“The facts remain that a so-called 


agreement with England, which provided 
for Janding'of British troops in this ‘ neu- 
tral” country. The document proves 
that by ite own free will ‘ neutral Bel- 
gium * accepted the’ British offer and de- 
cided to fight on the side of the allies. 

“The docum-nts found in Brussels 
further proves that as far back as 1906 
England was systematically trying to 
bring &bout the coalition which has now 
forced war on Germany.”

It was his descendant 
in the male ne direct, Murrough O’Bry- 
en, King of Thomond, who surrendered 
his throne to Henry VIII., receiving In 
return from that monarch the earldom 
of Thomond and the barony of Inchi- 
quin, as well. as the unique hereditary 
prerogative enjoyed to this day by the 
Lords Inchiquin of using the royal liv- 
erles of Great Britain for their servants. 
The roya)]. patent expressly states that

The earldom of Thomoné has been dor- 
mant since the eighteenth century.
